NEW YORK, May $1.—Morris Schoen.

It is 
alleged that Shoenholz confessed to firing 
at least halt a dozen houses in this city 
and Brooklyn by prearrangement for the 
insurance. One fire“ in Yonkers was ali 
prepared and ready when it was pre- 
vented by accident. The fires that 
panned out were all set with benzine on 
the “bladder” plan. This plan is as sim- 
22 as it is effective. . 

‘The doomed store or flat is sprinkled 
with alcohol and a bladder filled with in- 
flammable stuff is suspended from the 
ceiling. Then it is set on fire, and when 
the flames reached the bladder there is 
an explosion which destroys the pro y 
and every vestige of the manner in which 
the fire was set at the same time. A 
similar result is obtained by turning on 
all the gas and tietting one jet burn. 
The explosion point is reached in due 
time. These are the flash fires that so 
long puzzled the police and firemen. 
Morris Schoenholz was the expert who did 
the business, but was himself simply the 
tool of a gang of fire adjusters. 

Another member of the gang named 
Hirschkopf, bas also made a confession. 
The flrebugs, according to Hirschkopf, are 
oathbound and have regular headquarters. 
The conspiracy is known as The Dark 
Secret,“ and each member was duly im- 
tiated... Schoenholz is said to have been 
the head or “Chief Mechanic“ of the gang 
which filled the houses and whose head- 
quarters were in a saloon in Suffolk street. 

According to Hirschkopf, who fled to 
San Francisco at the time of his indict- 
ment several months ago, Schoenholz tried 
to burn to death Simon Rosenbaum, who 
was suspected of betraying the conspiracy, 
after a fire which he started at Lynn, 
Mass. Rosenbaum, who was formerly the 
“Chief Mechanic’ of the Isaacs gang, was 
the principal witness against Adjuster 
Grauer in bis trial last February. Rosen- 
baum then testified that he knew one 
member of the gang who was driven in- 
sane by torture by his fellow conspirators, 
who suspected that he was a traitor. 

INFANT INSURANCE. 

WASHINGTON, May 31. —Touching the 
evile of infant insurance, United States 
Consul Chancellor at Havre has sent to 
the State Department a report on the 
practice in France and England. The con- 
clusions are that it is most injurious in its 
effects, and tends directly to infanticide 
and other crimes. Mainutrition is a com- 
mon means of destroying such children 
and another frequent cause of death among 
ipfante ie “suffocation, while in bed with 
their parents.” It is said that more than 
30 per cent. of the accidental deaths are 
of children a w die in this way.

TESTING THE QUALITY OF THE 
Tos ANGELES PRODUCT. 


at the New Refinery—Var- 
ious Oil Notes. 


A first run of crude petroleum was made 
a few days ago at the temporary oil-re- 
fining works erected at the corner of Sec- 
and street and Beaudry avenue. The oil 
used was that produced in the Los Ange- 
les wells, and was made for the purpose of 
determining whether that oil could be re- 
fined to an extent that would yield a profit- 
able distillate which could be used for 
stove burners, gasoline engines and lubri- 
cating ofl for oil purposes. 

The test was made by E. A. Edwards, 
under whose direction the refining plant 
has been constructed, and who invented 
the system by which the petroleum will 
be refined. The run was made during the 
greater portion of one day, at the rate of 
fifty barrels a day. Mr. Edwards, on be- 
ing asked as to the results, said they were 
in every respect highly satisfactory. After 
the asphaltum was taken out the balance 
was an oil which in color and quality re- 
sembled, he said, the Franklin (Pa.) oil, 
from which the finest lubricating oils are 
made. The gravity of the oil was about 
28 to 30. 

Asked whether the oil could be refined 
so as to yield an illuminating oil, he re- 
pliei that a second distillation might give 
a small proportion of illuminating oil, but 
not in paying quantities. 

The asphaitum produced from the Los 
Angeles oile is of an excellent quality. An 
asphaltum expert who saw the result of 
this first run of crude oil pronounced it 
the best he had even seen; that it was not 
burned out, and it had none of the burned 
smell and appearance that other samples 
of asphaltum produced here possessed. 
This fact, taken in conjunction with the 
other, that the ofl which remains after 
the asphaltum has been extracted from it, 
is valuable for lubricating purposes 


shows that by this new system of distilla- 


made very profitable. 

Mr. Edwards says he is going to put in 
a stil so a3 to complete his system of dis- 
tillation, and when that is done he will 
keep right along making such oll as this 
crude petroleum will produce and the mar- 
ket receive, and which will be confined, for 
the present, at least, to a distillate for 
stove burners and gasoline engines and a 
lubricating oil, which can be used for all 
such purpoces. - 

The Pacific Oil-refining and Supply Com- 
pany, which has its pumping works at 
the same place, corner of Second street 
and Beaudry avenue, has two of its re- 
ceiving tanks ready, and the third will de 
dutlt in a few days. The company is also 
just finishing the trenching of its six-inch 
gravity pipe, the men being now at work 
on it on Court street. As soon as it is 
laid and connections made, the oil will be 
turned on, and the pumping. engines set 
to work, ſust as soon as the main tank 
near the railroads is ready to receive the 


oil. 
ANOTHER OIL TANK. 

The United Oil Producers, of which or- 
ganization M. W. Turner of the oil firm 
of Turner Bros. is manager, are erecting 
a large of] tank near the National Ice 
Company's plant. Pumping works will be 
erected in connection with it, so that car 
tanks can be filled on the railroad tracks 
and shipped to points of destination, both 
over the Southern Pacific and Santa Fe 
lines. 

Five new wells are being sunk on Bel- 
mont Hill and as many more at other 
points within the oil district. Turner 
Bros. have just started pumping a new 
well they have sunk on the corner of West 
State street and Lakeshore avenue. It is 
a deep well and as soon as they get free 
of the sand the pump is now raising the 
expectations are, from what it is now 
showing, that the well will yield a flow of 
from seventy-five to eighty barrels a day. 
This same firm are just finishing the sink- 
ing of another well near the corner of 
Douglass and Court streets. When these 
two latter are in operation the firm will 
have thirteen wells in operation, all of 
them yielding a satisfactory flow. 

The Doheny Oil Company will soon be 
ready to start in pumping the new well they

THE BOND MUDDLE. The Investor 
has the following in regard to the unfor- 


tunate predicament in which thre city finds 


itself regarding the issuance of bonds: 
“The distinguished gentlemen who 
passed wpon the legality of the city’s re- 
funding bonds had nothing to say, be- 
cause they were not asked, about the ef- 
fect of the payment and cancellation of. a 
portion of the bonds, to refund which the 
new issue had been ordered. The city 
may not now deliver the $396,000 bonds 
which it lately tried to sell. We have 
eminent legal authority for saying that 
the recent action of the City Auditor and 
of the City Treasurer raises a very grave 
question. The bonds were voted for a 
special purpose, namely, to refund an ex- 
isting indebtedness 4 as, before their 
delivery, a portion of that indebtedness 
was cancelled, it would clearly be unlaw- 
ful to sell and deliver the city’s obligation 
to 2 money for a debt that does not 


“It is apparent that the City Treasurer 
has placed himself in an — ͥ 
predicament in obeying the orders of the 
briliant-witted individual who keeps the 
city’s books, or is supposed so to do. The 
Auditor had no right to order money to be 
appropriated from other funds to pay the 
1870 bonds. It would be interesting to know 
how he proposes to make good the 7 
thus depleted. For instance, the $42 
received for the jail site has been — 
and it is not at present clear to see how 
the Treasurer-is going to honor the 
drafts upon that fund when in due 
course of time they will. be made. The 
money was raised for a specific purpose, 
put into a 8 fund, and the people 
have a right to expect that it shall be 
safely kept. The money is gone, and it 
is no answer to say that it was applied 
to paying the oity’s obligations. Neither 
the Treasurer nor the Auditor has the 
power thus to divert the funds, and their 
action in this matter has sown seed for 
trouble. The emergency arose through 
the wilful. carelessness of the Auditor, 
but it could easily have been met, as we 
have before pointed out, by calling upon 

our local ban¥s.”’ 


COMMERCIAL. 


INFERIOR DRIED FRUIT. it che fruit- 
growers of Calffornia wish to obtain con- 
trol of the leading markets of the world 
they will have to exercise the greatest 
care in methods of packing their fruit. At 
a meeting of the San Francisco Fruit Ex- 
change held a few days ago the methods 
of California packers of evaporated apples 
were severery criticised, for the reason 
that the sale of the fruit is being inter- 
fered with both at home and abroad. In 
order to protect. the fruit trade of the 
State and to puta stop to injudicious pack- 
ing, the following circular letter was 
prepared and ordered sent to the growers 
and packers throughout the State: 

“At a recent meeting of the San Fran- 
cisco Fruit Exchange the merits of Cali- 
fornia evaporated apples were compared 
to those of Eastern manufacture, and it 
was unanimously agreed that the methods 
employed in California were a as to 


make our article inferior to the Eastern, 


and, therefore, less desirable. The dif- 
ference is caused to a great extent by the 
use of water in packing. This practice, 
which has been in vogue for years, has 
not only resulted in prejudicing the Bast- 
ern and Southern buyer against our ap- 
ples, but it has also proved detrimental } 
to all those who deal in the article. 
“It is a well-known fact that less than 
50 per cent..of the apples packed in Cali- 
fornia are consumed on the Coast, while 


the balance is sold in ‘the territories trib- | 


utary to San Francisco, and principally in 
the State ef Texas, where the humidity of 
the atmosphere demands a dry pack. In 
southern points our apples come in com- 
petition with those packed in New York, 
Michigan, Missouri, Arkansas and other 
States east of the Missouri River. These 
apples are thoroughly dried and packed in 
that condition, so that they are suitable 
for shipment to any climate. This, how- 
ever, does not apply to California apples, 
the majority of which are put up not with 
regard to keeping qualities, but rather 
with a view to produce as many pounds 
as possible when ready for marketing. As 
a result, a box of evaporated apples sold 
at fifty pounds net usually contains from 


three to five pounds of water. 


“It can easily be seen that this policy is 
a very short-sighted one, as an article 
put up in such a manner cannot possibly 
keep in the extreme climate of Texas and 
other Southern points, and it is therefore 
sure to prejudice the consumer sooner or 
later against the California product. In 
addition the packer should not lose sight 
of the fact that our apples do not realize 
from 1 cent to 2 cents per pound of the 
price they would bring if they were 
packed perfectly. dry. This has been shown 
very plainly during the last sedson dy 
merchants generally, who have been buy- 
ing apples in this market and have be- 
come so utterly disgusted that a complete 
reform on the part of packers is necessdry 
in order to induce their further purchas- 
ing at any price. The claim that the fruit 
cannot be packed in boxes without the use 
of water is easily contradicted by 8 
to the Eastern driers, who pack their ap“ 
ples perfectly dry, but who use larger 
boxes than in California. 
“Packing with water has resulted in 
great loss to both the packer and dealer, 
and especially has this been the case this 
season, a number of lots having spoiled 
while in the possession of dealers who 
purchased them in good faith. In order 
to hold the business already in hand and 
regain that lost by the present method of 
packing the San Francisco houses dealing 
in evaporated apples have agreed—and the 
agreement will be strictly adhered to—not 


to buy apples during the coming season 


which have been packed with water. 

. “Another point to which we wish to call 
attention is the matter of packing short 
weight. This has been practiced to such 
an extent that last season some lots were 
marketed which were packed two or three 
pounds short. Nothing is gained by this, 
as in almost every instance buyers will 


carefully tare boxes detore paying for the 
purchase.“

This production is only 73 per 
cent. of the maximum production of the 
United States; namely, 16,296,666 long 
tons, which was the output in 1892, but is 
slightly greater than that of 1893, the pro- 
portion in that year being 71 por cent. of 
1892, showing a remarkable falling off. 
The falling off is further shown by the 
statement that the average production for 
the years from 1889 to 1892 inclusive was 
15,260,482 long tons, while for tke 
last two years it has been but 11,733,654 
long tons, a difference of 3,626,828 tons.

“Seo, 18 of art. 11 of the Constitution 
of California in force at the time when 
the bonds proposed to be refunded were 
issued, provided a maximum limit of time 
of twenty years, and required the crea- 
tion of a sinking fund to pay the prin- 
Gipal on or before the maturity thereof. 
The same sec. 18 of the Constitution aleo 
provides that no city shall incur any in- 
ness or liability, in any manner or 

for any purpose, exceeding its annual in- 
come, without the assent of two-thirds 
of the qualified electors voting therefor 
at an election to be held for that pur- 
pose. I observe that the slature of 
California, by an act approved March 27, 
1895, amended or undertook to amend, 
the sald act of March 1, 1893, by pro- 
viding. for the refunding of indebtedness 
without requiring a vote of the people 
therefor. This act must proceed upon 
the theory that a renewal of the debt for 
this extended period is not the creation 
of anew debt or liability within the mean- 
ing of the section of the Constitution re-

„We have examined a part of the pa- 
pers which you submitted to us relating | 
to the issue of $396,000 refunding bonds 
by the city of Los Angeles, Cal., under 
an act of the Legislature approved the 
15th of March, 1883, and amended the ist 
of March, 1893. These bonds are to be 
issued for the purpose of refunding pre- 
vious bonds of the city, and are to be 
payable one-fortieth in each year here- 
after. The question arises whether the 
issue will not contravene the provisions 
of the Constitution, art. xi, sec 18, of 
California. 

“Some.of the bonds to be refunded are 
an follows: Fifty-eight thousand dollars 
funding bonds of 1881, due July 1, 1901; 
$150,000 general improvement bonds of 
1886, due 12 1. 1906; $40,000 general im- 
provement ds of 1887, due July 1, 1907; 
and $55,000 general improvement of 


the Constitution 
vided that no city should incur any in- 
debtedness exceeding its revenue and in- 
come for the year without making pro- 
vision for an annual tax to constitute a 
sinking fund ‘for the payment of the prin- 
cipal’ thereof within twenty years from 
the time of contracting the same.’ We 
think this provision required the payment 
of such debts within twenty years. Ac- 
cordingly, as it appears, all of the bonds 
mentioned were made payable in twenty 


years. 

This section of the Constitution was 
amended in 1892, so that sinking funds 
are now required to be constituted for 
the payment of the debts specified within 
forty years. instead of twenty years, from 
the time they are contracted. It is now 
proposed, however, to refund the bonds 
mentioned in such a way as to postpone 
the final payment of the debts until the 
ist of May, 1935, which is more than 
forty years from the time those debts 
were contracted. This would de in vio- 
lation of the provision of the Constitu- 
tion as amended as well as the origimal 
provision, and we cannot, therefore, ad- 
vise you that the proposed issue of bonds 
will be valid obligations of the city of 
Los Angeles.

of bonds by the government, unavoidable 
in consequence of the income tax decision, 
which will seriously affect prices of all 
grades of municipal — we should 
expect for these reasons a commission to 
compensate us.

“The street euperintendent shall 
thereupon cause to be posted conspicuously 
along the line of said contemplated work 
or improvement, at not more than one 
hundred feet in distance apart, but not 
lens than three in all, etc.” “He Shall 
also cause a notice similar in eubstance 
to be published for six days.“ Thie notice 
ia headed Notice of Street Work.“ 

“The owners of a majority of the front- 
age of the property fronting on said pro- 
posed work or improvement... may 
make a written dbjection to the same 
within ten days after the expiration of 
the time of the putiication and posting 
of sald notice, which objection shall be 
= to the. clerk of the city coun- 

At the expiration of twenty days after 
the expiration of the time of said publi- 
cation by said street superintendent and 
at the expiration of twenty-five days after 
the advertising and posting of any resolu- 
tion of intention, if no written objection 
to the work therein described has been de- 
livered by the owners of a majority front- 
age of the property fronting on eaid pro- 
posed work of improvement, the city 
council shall be deemed to have acquired 
jurigdiction to order any of the work to 
be done, which order, when made, shall 
be pudliehed for two days.“ 

This is the ordinance ordering the work 
to be done. Next ie published a “notice 
inviting street-work proposals,“ and when 
the bids are accepted a final notice of 
award of contract” is published, All of 
these notices and ordinances contain vir- 
tually the same wording, eo far as the 
actual improvement to be made is con- 
cerned, so that we have five separate pub- 
lications on street improvements done by 
the city.

There promises to be a good market 
for Southern California potatoes this year. 
It is expected that shipments to the East 
will de very large this season, owing to 
the partial destruction of the eatly crop 
in the Southern States dy frost. As the 
cto> of Southern California is reported to 
de not a very large one, good prices ought 
to prevail. 

Eges have been firmer in price during 
the past week and the demand for dairy 
products has been good at current rates. 


Olive Culture Near the Coast. 

The articles which The Times has been 
publishing on the olive have attracted 
_ much attention, and quite a number of 

readers share the opinion which we have 
expressed that olive culture in Southera 
California ts destined to become equally as 
important as the raising of citrus fruits. 

A large number of olive trees are now 
being planted out in the San Fernando 
Valley, which cection has been found to 
be particularly well adapted to this tree, 
some of the old trees in the neighborhood 
of.the mission still groving vigorously 
and bearing large crops. In that section 
the olive is free from scale, but in the 
sectifns around Los- Angeles @cpecially on 
the horthwestern’ hills, the Times 
has recommended the plan‘ing cf olives, 
there is liable to be some trouble ‘with 
the black scale, the only insect pest tbat 
hac so far infested the olive tree in this 
State. The prospect of this drawback has 
discouraged several persons from piant- 
ing olive trees in the section referred to 
who would otherwise have done co. It is 
true that even the olive, which is a bardy 
tree. is unable to bear a full crop of fruit 
and a full crop of black scale at the came 
time. Fortunately, however, improved 
methods of dealing with the pests have 
come into use, and they may sow de de- 
etroyed at comparatively small expense by 
spraying the trees with the following mix- 
ture during autumn, when the igsects are 
all out of their scales. The mixture is 
recommended by J. S. Calkins of F« mona, 
who is one of the leading authorities on. 
olive culture in the State: Five pounds of 
caustic soda, 70 per cent.; 25 pounds of 
resin, 3 pints of fish oil; boil the soda, 
resin and oil in twenty gallons of water 
for three or four hours. When done the 
mixture should discolve readily, lixe milk, 
in water without being ropy. Add enough 
water to make 100 gallons; in case the 
resin after cooking does not cut well, add 
a little water. 

The treatment of the trees with bydro- 
eyanic gas in autumn once in two years 
is also, according to Mr. Calkins, found 
ta be an effective remedy. It is stated 
that parties in Pomona contract to rid 
trees of the pests by either method at 20 
ta 25 cents per tree, furnishing every- 
Ching.

much troubled with black scale in his 
orchard, but of late it is reported that he 
has managed to get them well under sub- 
fection by means of a parasite which 
feeds on the black scale. Mr. Goodrich of 
Senta Clara county reports that by his 
system of pruning (in goblet form) with 
the aid of the twice-stabbed iedy-bird, he 
has reduced the black scale in his orchard 
to such a degree as to justify the belief 
of practical eradication, or at least, con- 


trol. 
Thus it will de seen that, while ollve- 
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rowers near the coast have some draw- 
backs to meet, they may, by the exercis- 
ing of a little care, and at comparatively 
small cost, succeed in growing profitable 
crops of this valuable fruit. As a set- 
off to the labor and expense of keeping 
the scale in subjection, it should be re- 
membered that the olive has the ad- 
vantage of not requiring to be shipped 
fresh, so that the growers do not de- 
pend upon the ups and downs of the mar- 
ket at the time when their fruit is ripe, 
as do the orange-growers. A few bar- 
rels anda fittle lye is all that the olive- 
grower needs to convert his crop into a 
merchantable product that can be shipped 
to any part of the State or to the East, 
where there is a constantly-growing de- 
mand for California olives. Or, if he 
prefers to make oil, the apparatus re- 
quired for that process is by no means 
very costly, and a small mill can be 
easily started by a few growers in any 
section who combine to cover the ex- 
pense. The Times would be pleased to 
receive and publish reports of practical 
experiences of olive-growers in Southern 
California for the benefit of those who 


may be thinking of going into this promis- 
ing industry.

Budded Oranges in Florida. 

Quoting from The Times a recent arti- 
cle in which attention was drawn to the 
fact that in order to secure fair prices for 
oranges in the future it would be neces- 
sary for the growers to produce only the 
dest ‘varieties, and that there was a gen- 
eral opinion among experienced growers 
in this section that budded fruit would 
soon have to take the place of seedlings, 
the Florida Agriculturist says. 

“The consensus of opinion among Flor- 
ida growers at present is that the budded 
and not the seedling tree must go—in 
fact, a very large percentage of the 
former went with the February freeze. 
As far as quality is concerned a good 
Florida ling orange is good enough 
for any one, and with a very few excep- 
tions sell as well in the markets as the 
budded varieties. Of course, budded trees 
have some advantage over seedlings; 
they bear earlier and by budding it is 
possible to brighten the marketing sea- 
son by producing late and early varie- 
tles, but these advantages as well as the 
early bearing habits of the budded trees 
ore mare than offset by their suscepti- 

lity to frosts and freezes.” 

It may be that the Florida seedlings 
are good enough, but in this section it is 
only necessary to point to the difference 
in prices obtained for seedlings and 
navels to show how far the navel is in 
advance of the ordinary seedling, while 
the highest-priced seedling will scarcely 
bring as high a price as the poor navels. 
It may be that budded trees are not so 
successful in Florida as they are in Cali- 
fornia, it apparently having been con- 
ceded that the navel orange has not 
proved a succes in that State. The soil 
and climate of Florida are very different 
from those of Southern California, and 
this probably accounts for the fact that 
experiences made in Southern California 
have frequently upset when applied to 
Florida. 


California Figs. 

One of the horticultural products of the 
State that has not kept pace with the 
general development of fruit-growing is 
the fig. This is somewhat strange, because 
figs were among the earliest trees planted 
in the State, some of great size being 
found around the old missions, while many 
of the early miners planted cuttings of the 
fig along the foothills, which are now 
productive trees. 

These figs were of the black variety, 
which ts good eating when fresh, and is 
liked by many in a dried condition, but it 
does not present the handsome appearance 
of the large fig that is imported from Eu- 
rope, and cannot compete with it in the 
market. 

It is quite a number of years since sev- 
eral varieties of white and brown figs 
were brought from Europe. They have 
generally done well, but there has always 
been .comething lacking in the product 
which has prevented California figs from 
competing on even ground with the Euro- 
pean article. Some years ago it was an- 
nounced. that the reason for this difference 
was the absence in thie State of an insect 
with a long Latin name—biastophaga-- 
which is known in English as the “fig 
waep.” An attempt was made several 
years ago to introduce this insect in South- 
ern California, ‘but it apparently did not 
meet with much success. It is now an- 
nounced that George Roeding, a large fig- 
grower of Fresno, has imported from 
Symrna thousands of colonies of the fig 
wasp, and that they are successfully doing 
the work that is expected of them. 

The fig wasp thrives on the wild or 
capri fig, and at a certain stage of fig 
fruition enters the domestic fig and de- 
posits in it the capri fig pollen, which 
perfects the fruit. It is said to be this 
strange operation which makes the 
Symrna fig so superior in flavor, and con- 
sequently so much higher priced than 
the common fig of California. Mr. Roed- 
ing proposes to import the fig wasp in 
large numbers and try to induce fig-raisers 
all over the State to do likewise.

The Prune in California. 

(California Fruit-grower:) The editor of 
the Kern County Californian takes a very 
raseate view of prune culture in this State 
and gives the following advice: 

“It will be a long time before it will 
be necessary for the prune-growers of the 
Pacific Coast to look abroad for a market. 
They will have all they can do for many 
years to come in supplying the constantly- 
increasing demand at home, and those who 
contemplate engaging in the cultivation of 
the: prune need have no fear upon the 
score of any possible overproduction.” 

The Californian, being evidently in a 
happy mood, further indulges itself in the 
following dreamy reflections relating to 
prunes: 

“The opportunity that ie afforded in this 
country for the great enlargement of the 


prune industry may be judged from the 


fact that there are from sixty million to 
ninety million pounds of that fruit im- 
ported into the United States every year, 
while the ornla production has not ex- 
ceeded fort illion pounds, and by some 
is placed at even less than that. 

‘There la no reason why California 
prunes should not entirely supplant the 
imported fruit, and at the same time, by 
their excellence and moderate price, create 
a greatly-enlarged demand which will con- 
sume the pr@luct of all the orchards that 
will be planted for years to come, even 
though the present acreage should be 
doudled and quadrupled.”

And they may also have the effect to Ini 
the prospective prune-planter on the Kern 
County Land Company's domain to inno- 
cent slumber, as he swings.in his hami- 
mock in the mellow twilight his semi- 
tropic home in March. But as a busi- 
ness proposition, pointing the way to lu- 
erative cccupation for the soil-tiller of 
California their value must be questioned. 
The business of prune-growing has been 
fairly remunerative as a whole thus far, 
but is becoming perceptibly less 80 with 
the increasing output of this State, Ore- 
gon, Washington and Idaho. In 1892, 
there were 25.328 acres of bearing prune 
orchards in California alone, and 24,298 
acres not in bearing. Allowing for as 
annual increase of only 10 per cent. since 
that timé, we must now have a total 
prune acreage in the State of more than 

acres 


Col. Philo Hersey, a good authority on 
prunes, alleges that the orchards already 
planted will yield a crop of 200,000,000 
pounds of cured fruit in the near future. 
But it will probably be a long time be- 
fore the United States will consume at 
remunerative prices to growers that enor- 
mous amount of prunes. To give a bet- 
ter idea of the matter of production and 
consumption of prunes, we present the 
following tables of figures. Those denot- 
ing imports are taken directly from the 
statistics of the United States Treasury 
Department, and those for California pro- 
duction were taken from reliable sources.

From the above figures it appears that 
during the past ten years the total im- 
ports of prunes have been 470.807, 805 
pounds, or an annual average cf 47,080,760 
pounds. The total California product dur- 
ing the ten years above eiven has been 
195,450,000 pounds, or an annual average 
ot somewhat over 19,500,000 pounds. The 
total of imports and home production for 
the period named has been 666,257,605 
pounds, which amount practically repre- 
gente the consumption of that fruit in the 
United States during ten years. and shows 
an annual average of 86,525,740 pounds. 
The Californian speaks of the rapid in- 
crease in the annual consumption of 
prunes, but the above figures do not show 
that to be a fact. By reference to the 
tables it will be seen that the California 
crop of 1893 was 57,500,000 pounds in round 
numbers, and if we estimate that %5 per 
cent. of the: non-bearing «rchards whose 
acreage is given for the year 892. bad 
reached. the bearing stage, then the crop 
of 1898 was produced from ‘1,402 acres. 
This would make an average product for 
the State of 1831 pounds of cured prunes 
per acre for the entire bearing area. In 
some sense this may be taken ac 4 rea- 
sonable average, perhaps, for the. yield at 
that year was regarded a fair zue, it not. 
indeed, large: 

Coming down to the present year, at 
least 75 per cent. of the non-bearing 
orchards, reporterd for 1892, should yield 
a crop this season. . This would give over 
forty-three thousand acres of bearing 
orchards from which to harvest 4 crop 
this year, and, if the average of 1893 
should be repeated, the resulting crop 
would amount to about seventy-nine mil- 
lion pounds of cured fruit. This would 
give over twelve million pounds more 
prunes than the average consumption of 
that fruit in the United States for the 
past ten years. 

It may be replied to this estimate that 
we are still Hadle to frosts and other 
drawbacks, and that the crop actually 
harvested may fall.far short of our esti- 
mate. True, but if we are to continue 
to grow prunes at a profit the average 
product must be at least the 1831 pounds 
estimated per acre, at present prices. If 
the crop fall much below that point there 
could be but little profit in the business 
at 4% cents a pound for the four sizes; 
whereas, if it should yield much above 
that point, the. total product would be 
very much more than we should probably 
find a home market for. 6 
It is quite unnecessary for the Cali- 
fornia Fruit-grower to give advice to 
those who would plant prune-orchards. 
Other journals do that. Our province 
in this case ie mainly to present facts, 
and allow others to make their own de- 
ductions. We know it is not popular to 
admit the possiblitiy of overproducing any 
kind of fruit in California, but for the 
reason that the California Fruit-grower 
would much ratber be right than popu- 
lar, while preferring to be both, we give 
the above figures; and ask those who may 
choose to dispute them to give us some- 
thing more nearly correct. |

(Florida Agrteuiturist:)' The doctrine of

The 
broad acres cf half-cultivated land, yield- 
ing only the annual taxes, must give away 
to the rich fertilized fields returning two 
hundredfold profit cn the outlay. The land 
is being cultivated for profit more than 
at any other time in the history of our 
‘country. In Southern California a emai! 
orange grove of ten acres yields more 
than the ordinary Western farm of a 
quarter section. Utah's small farms have 
supplanted the old land-grubbing theories 
and now are beginning to make two blades 
of graes grow where but one has grown 
before. The practice of close, careful 
farming is rapidly becoming general, and 
as a result the farms are in better condi- 
tion, the products are of more value and 


the people are more wealthy and con- 


tented. 
“The small farm with its fruit trees and 
vines and perpetual meadows rotated 
with intensive cultivation is the develop- 
ment of the future. This necessitates a 


should be as good and comfortable as his 
business. neighbors.

Cow Peas. 


(S. Peacock in Florida Agriculturist:) 
Much has been said and written on the 
value of cow peas as a restorer of worn- 
out lands. This plant is undoubtedly of 
the greatest value to maintain a mechan- 
ical condition of soil favorable to vege: 
table growth, also to accumulate ni- 
trogeti from the atmosphere. It belongs 
to that family of plants having the prop- 
erty of.assimilating air nitrogen, and thus 
enriches in this element the soll which is 
grown without requiring a manural equiv- 
alent in kind as do wheat, corn and mos* 
other staple crops. The claims male for 
dow peas are frequently very extravagant. 
The plant can accumulate nitrogen only 
from sources other than the soil. There 
is no atmospheric potash or phosphoric 
acid. These substances must be supplied 
for cow-pea culture just as they are for 
corn or cotton. 

Cow peas require the mineral elements of 
fertilizers to enable them to store up aitro- 
gen. Without a goodly supply of potash 
they cannot thrive. Notwithstanding its 

of nitrogen it must contain 
h potash and 3

nitrogen the plant must be fed 1666 pounds 
potash and 655 pounds of phosphoric acid. 
These materials cannot be . obtained 
through the intervention of ; they 
must be in the soll in an available 
form or supplied in the shape of min- 
eral fertilizers. The solls of the South 
have already been almost scraped clean of 
potash by the exportation of cotton and 
cotton products. In a measure, phosphoric 
acid has been replaced from time to time 
in the shape of acid phosphate, but the de- 
flolency of potash has never been ade- 
quately made up. A luxurious yleld of cow 
peas is sure to follow a reasonable applica- 


tion of potash, and cannot be obtained 
without it. 


Forty-two Tons of Potatoes per Acre. 
. (Florida Agriculturist:) The Pennsylva- 
nia Farmer is our authority for the state- 
ment that at one of the experimental ag- 
ricultural colleges in Germany the re- 
markable yield of forty-two tons of pota- 
toes per acre has been obtained dy treat- 
lag the seed tubers with sulphate of am- 
The potatoes were stéepéd for 
twenty-four hours in a solution of six 
Pounds of saltpeter, six pounds of sulphate 
of ammonia and twenty-five gallons of 
water, and afterward allowed to stand ami 
drain for a day, in order that their buds 
might swell before planting them. 

This enormous yield is at the rate of 
fourteen hundred bushels per acre. 


The butter fats of milk are lighter than 
water, while its caseine or cheesy par- 
ticles are heavier. There is ‘consequently 
considerable variation in the weight cf 
milk, according as it is rich or deficient 


it comes from the cow after the froth has 
settled ip eight and five-eighths pounds 
per gallon. This was some ago. adopted 
as the standard in European countries, 
but milk slightly heavier than this may 
still be honest milk, as the cow makes it. 
There is a wide variation in the legal re- 
quirements of solids in milk. The New 
York law requires 13 per cent., of which 
3 per cent. shall be fats. 


Nostrums for the Increase of Butter. 


(Florida Agriculturist:) As most of 
the agricultural journals have refused 
to publish “Black Pepsin!“ and other 
nostrums for the increase of butter, 
the venders are relying upon the circular 
and postal card for the dissemination of 
the fraud. For the benefit of butter- 
makers we will state that in 100 pounds 
ot good milk there are four pounds of 
butter fat, four pounds of casein and five 
pounds of milk sugar, albumen and ash 
and eighty-seven pounds of water. 

In poor milk there is less of solid mat- 
ter and in very superior milk from the 
finer breeds of dairy cows, the above 
amounts are increased somewhat. But- 
ter is made from butter fat, and any 
process which increases the amouat of 
four pounds of butter from one hundred 
pounds of ordinarily good milk, the ar- 
ticle so produced fis not butter, but an 
emulsion, the increase being made up of 
water, casein, etc., but it is not butter. 
The i say: “Take a pound of 
good butter and a quart of milk (the 
milk and butter to be warm) add biack 
pepsin, and churn together and you will 
have two pounds of butter.“ , 

An emulsion has been made, but the 


no question that if albuminoids, 
casein, sugar of milk and fibrine, or in 
other words the thirteen pounds of solids 
in one hundred pounds of milk, could be 
combined in a product that would keep 
as a good article of butter can be kept, it 
would make an ideal food, for there is 
hardly any article of food containing more 
protein than casein, the cheese element of 
milk, and scientists in the United States 
and Europe are studying the problem 
with the hope of ultimate discovery of a 
Process whereby a good article of butter 
(or food) can embody ell the solids of 
milk, thereby increasing the product from 
four to thirteen pounds from a hundred 
pounds of milk. It would be a most 
happy discovery for the Southern farmer 
and the Southern resident, to whom good 
butter is a luxury seldom enjoyed.

The fundamental principles to be borne 
in mind in arranging the diet of a hen 
are that the largest ingredients in eggs 
are lime, nitrogen and phosphorie acid. We 
have thus found from one chemist of what 


the egg is composed, and we learn from 


another that green bones, when cut up. 
not ground up, are the best and cheapest 
egg-making material extant. Gresn bones 
are rich in albumen, phosphate of lime 
and phosphoric acid, which go to make egg 
and shell. 


Feeding for Eggs. 

(J. S. Whitney (N. v.) in Farm News:) 
Never feed all corn or cornmeal; but feed 
all the fowls will eat to both old and young 
the year round of suitable food. I have 
no faith in the theory that lean pullets 
will’ My more eggs. than fat ones. The 
first few days of a ohick’s life feed sev- 
aral times a day hard-boiled. eggs and 
bread crumbs, gradually adding equal 
parts of cornmeal, wheat middiings and 
fine wheat bran, mixed thoroughly and 
wet with boiling water to a stiff dough. 
When a few weeks old, give wheat.at 
might. If they do not have a grass run 
other green food should be given; lettuce, 
cabbage, chickweed or laiwn-clippings will 
be a good substitute. Do not forget to 
give plenty of pure water, 80 
that the chicks cannot get wet or drown. 


For laying hens, give morning and noon a 


feed of two parts cornmeal, three parts 
wheat middlings and four parts wheat 
bran; add a little salt, mix with hot water, 
feed warm in cold weather. Give green 
food especially in winter, chopped apples, 
onions, beets, carrots, etc., mix with the 
warm mash, adding a little meat, lard or 
suet scraps, three times a week. Keep a 
cabbage hung in the henhouse within 
reach of the fowls, give warm water two 
or three times a day in winter, feed wheat 
or corn at night. ep ground bone, oys- 
ter-shells, broken crockery and charcoal, 
where young and old can have access to 
them the year round; and my experience 
for it (if your henhouse 1s reasonably 
warm) you will have winter-layers, if your 
pullets are hatched by the lst of May. Do 
not keep too many in a small house. Ten 
pullets in a house 8x10 will lay more eggs 
in proportion than twenty with the same 
care. 


A smart team with a plow turning ten- 
inch-wide furrows will plow one and one- 
half to two acres in ten hours if there 
are no stones to three the plow out. But 
on rough land a gcod deal less than this 
can be expected. More can be plowed in 
spring than after summer heats bave Jried 
out the soil, and a very slight obstruction 
imbedded in solid earth will throw the 
plow out. 
Preparation of Soil. 


Thorough preparation of the soil be- 
fore planting should be the rule with all 
hoed crops. The reason is that this is: 
the only way where sod has been turned 
under that the ground under the hills 
can be made sure of thorough tillage. In 
all the cultivation between the rows the 
space under the hill gets no bénefit. If 
the sod here was unrotted, and had a 
vacant air space under it when the corn 
or potatoes were planted, it means that 
this condition is likely to remain all the 

, or so much of t as to make that 
hill a failure. It is not quite.so bad 
as it used to be before farmers learned 
to harrow the whole surface after plant- 
ing, but the harrow may be put down to 
the bottom of the furrow before the plant- 
ing, and it would not do to harrow 80 
deeply after for fear of disturbing the 
seed. This thorough preparation § is 
especially necessary for corn or potatoes 
that are to be planted in drills, and where 
the cultivator can be run one only way.

“BICYCLE THIEVES.
